Perhaps no topie is so engrossing as 
that of the regulations of corporations 
and trusts. As the cor- 
poration is wholly a 
creature of the law, it 
looks to an ordinary 
man as if it must be amenable to the 
law. But corporation officers have held 
that it is above the law. Their conten- 
tion is valid, provided might makes right, 
not otherwise. Two decisions by the 
federal Supreme Court last week are 
illuminating and encouraging. In pro- 
ceedings against the paper trust in Wis- 
consin and Minnesota, officers of the 
company refused to produce their books 
or answer questions concerning the con- 
spiracy alleged by the government, claim- 
ing personal privileges under the fourth 
and the fifth amendments to the consti- 
tution. The case was lost in the Wis- 
consin Circuit Court by the trust, and 
appealed to the Supreme Court, where it 
has been held that the books of the de- 
fendant company must be produced; that 
being witnesses merely, the defendants 
could not make objections to the testi- 
mony, which is no concern of theirs. The 
same decision as to immunity of wit- 
nesses was rendered in the case against 
the tobacco trust. An individual can 
claim immunity, where there is incrim- 
inating evidence, but a corporation is 
not an individual! This is a plain dis-

This unequaled society with the in- 
spired volume as its charter was found- 
ed by the direction of the unapproach- 
able person, in the city of Jerusalem, on 
the first Pentecost after his resurrec 
tion. This new society was intended to 
be and has been a world-conquering so- 
ciety The most conspicuous of the out 
ward characteristics of Pentecost was 
the inauguration of the new institution, 
known as the Christian Church. It was 
the visible expression, on the human 
side, of that other and greater institu 
tion that Jesus had constantly spoken of 
as the kingdom of God. Jesus in his 
personal ministry was not an organizer 
a teacher of principles. 
clear and 


of societies, but

noble visions of truth and duty concern- 
ed him most in his incarnate ministra- 
tions. Our Lord did not form an eccles- 
iastical organization himself, nor make 
any definite provision for such an insti- 


conceptions, 


tution, as far as the record goes. He 
submitted no rules for church govern- 
ment Neither Christ nor the Apostles 
formulated a creed or organized a cult. 
There was no theological system in their 
preaching, nor is there any in the New 
Testament, except in fragments, here 
and there, in the most elemental form. 
The Pentecostal church, the first congre- 
gation of Christians, was not an eccles- 
iastical mechanism; it was not the plan 
and specifications of an infallible archi 
tect, worked out and put together by in- 
spired builders; not a house that was 
built, but a tree that grew; not a sud- 
den creation, but a progressive evolu- 
tion; not an articulated organization in 
the beginning, but a family or society 
of believers of the simplest and least 
pretentious description. All of the 
church was not in its beginning. 
Organization, however, very soon be- 
came a human necessity. Before and 
after Pentecost there were three forms 
of organization current in the first cen- 
tury, the Jewish, the Greek and the Ro- 
man. The Jewish organization was an 
oligarchy The elders, or older men, 
came by a kind of natural prescription 
to exercise authority in the village and 
in the synagogue. The Jewish Christian 
Church was modeled after the syna- 
gogue, hence its superintendence by old 
men, its eldership rule. Greece on the 
other hand was a democracy, and there 
was a democratic element, as well as a 
Jewish, in the church at Jerusalem. 
Greece in the time of the Apostles had 
passed under monarchical control, but 
retained its democratic spirit. Where 


Christians were mainly gathered out of 
Greek communities, they took on, to a

large extent, the Greek form of organ- 

ation. The election of the seven men 
in the mother church to serve tables 
vas the first concession to Greek democ- 
racy. In Rome the organization was 
monarchical, centralization into a great 
system of power was the ideal. The 
government was administered on mili- 
tary principles; it was centered in one 
man in each city, one man in each prov- 
ince, and finally in one man over all, 
the Emperor, who was ruler of the em- 
pire and commander in chief of the 
army. Where the church was made up 
of Romans, or the Roman influence was 
dominant, it soon began to take on the 
Roman form of organization. Politics 
has had more to do with forms of church 
government than religion. If there is 
a man living who can keep prevailing 
political ideas and customs out of the 
administration of church affairs, he can 
do more than anyone else has ever done. 
The dominant civic methods and polit- 
ical opinions of a nation will find their 
way into the ecclesiastical government 
of its people. A monarchical church, 
which always originates in monarchical 
countries, in a democratic community, 
is an anomaly, and strongly out of har- 
mony with its environment. The pre- 
vailing New Testament type is a com- 
bination of the Jewish and the Greek 
forms of organization. The Roman form 
has no recognition or sanction in the 
practice of the early church; in fact is 
so inimical to freedom, and so promotive 
of corruption and tyranny as to be in 
positive antagonism to the very genius 
of the gospel. 

None of these forms of organization 
to which I have referred are directly of 
divine origin. They were time-honored 
human methods which the Holy Spirit 
found himself able to use, under the cir- 
cumstances, for his purposes. God nev- 
er originates a new institution when he 
can make an old one do, for obvious 


reasons. 

We are once more reminded by the 
history of the early church that there 
are three periods at least in all great 
religious movements that may come 
close together or far apart, which we 
may name, the creative, the interpola- 
tive, and the constructive. Religion it- 
self is first created, a supreme creative 
artist throws its colors upon the canvas 
of time. The second stage of progress 
is the interpretation and adaptation of 


the message requiring genius almost 
equal in quality to the original. A _ pe- 
riod of organization follows interpreta- 


tion. There is first a creative person- 
ality who is author and founder of the 
religion, then a man or men almost as 
great to interpret him. These are fol- 
lowed by a constructive genius who or- 
ganized the movement into a solid and 
permanent form. Moses was the creative 
personality of Judaism, the great proph- 
ets were his interpreters, later Judaism 
culminating after the captivity was the 
constructive period of Leviticism. Christ 
was the original creative personality of 
Christianity. Paul and John were his 


great interpreters. The Roman riod 
that followed was the period of construe. 
tion and organization. Revelation itself 
is, therefore, progressive, and the church 
is a development. The first and second 
periods are times of the greatest purity 
and power. Corruption and crystalliza- 
tion always set in in the third period, 
and this creates the necessity of con 
stantly harking back to the founder and 
his first interpreters. The two charac- 
teristic cries of the Disciple movement 
have been, Back to Christ, and the Res- 
toration of the Apostolic Church. Dr 
John Clifford of London, the corypheus 
of nonconformity in the English educa- 
tion war said a dozen years ago that 
the characteristic of the prevoius decade 
had been the rediscovery of Christ, to 
be followed in the next ten years by 
the rediscovery of the Bible; and that in 
turn, as the last of a great trinity of 
decades, by the rediscovery of the Apos- 
tolic church. The Christ had been lost 
in the creeds, the Bible in its scholasti 
interpretations, and the church in the 
wilderness of sectarianism. Christ, the 
only head of the church, the truth con- 
cerning him its foundation and its life 
the personality of Jesus, the inspiration 
and interpretation of the Bible, was a 
rediscovery made by our religious fore- 
fathers nearly a hundred years ago 
When they spoke of the restoration of 
the Apostolic church, they did not mean 
the actual and literal rehabilitation, in 
all of its incidental features, of the his- 
torical Apostolic church, the organized 
visible body with all of its first century 
limitations. This is neither possible nor 
desirable. They, meant the realization, 
in terms of modern life, of the ideals 
of the Apostolic church, the principles 
and divinely ordered practices as they 
were conceived and represented on the 
pages of the New Testament. In so far 
as these Apostolic churches succeeded 
in organizing the ideals of the kingdom 
into the experiences and lives of their 
members, an exact reproduction of these 
churches, in our day, would be desirable. 
Any attempt at restoration, however, 
must be confined chiefly to the teaching 
of the Apostles, recorded in the New 
Testament, the inspired charter and 
constitution of the church for all time. 
It is the New Testament church ideally 
rather than Apostolic 
understood, that 


conceived, 
churches historically 
we are trying to restore. 

It was easy to discover the fact from 
the Biblical records that the church of 
the New Testament was composed of re- 
generated and consecrated men and 
women, called out from the world, sep 
arated into the new life in Christ, organ- 
ized into local congregations that met 
frequently and statedly to worship God 
and proclaim the gospel for the salva- 
tion of sinners. It was said of this 
church in prophecy, “They shall not 
teach every man his brother and every 
man his neighbor saying, know the Lord, 
for all shall know me from the least to 
the greatest of them.” Its foundation 
was the divine sonship of Jesus Christ,

Dr. Dye on Conditions in the Congo. 


Some time since there appeared in our 
book columns a notice of a volume by H. W. 
Wack entitled “‘The Story of the Congo.” 
The book purported to give an unbiased 
narrative of the government of the region, 
but was in fact an apology for the regime 
of King Leopold Mr. Wack is a lawyer, 
living in New York city. If he was a re- 
tained attorney of the Congo system, he 
performed the work of preparing this state- 
ment with admirable fidelity to his client 
The book was given out for notice to one of 
our regular reviewers, and the notice pre- 
pared by him appeared. Soon after sro 
McLean called our attention to. the true 
character of the book, and when the matter 
was called to his attention our reviewer 
stated that he had merely outlined the char- 
acter id argument of the book without 
giving sufficient attention to the merits of 
the case Since then we have published 
many things relating to conditions in the 
Congo, and have referred to the efforts be- 
ing made in this country by Dr. and Mrs. 
Harris to create sentiment in favor of gov- 
ernmental interference in behalf of the 
Congo people Our review of Mark Twain's 
admirable and forcible “King

Bolengi, Coquilhatville, Haut Congo, W. 

C. Africa, December 21, 1905. 

This is the first opportunity I have had 
since the appearance of your review of 
“The Story of the Congo Free State,” by 
Henry Wack, F. R. G. S. It was a dis- 
tinct surprise to see your review of this 
book to such length. Your commenda- 
tory notice gives me no alternative, but 
to write and add my small testimony to- 
ward the enormous number of charges 
preferred and proven so far against the 
Congo government. My field of observa- 
tion is very limited, but one statement 
I wish to make. It is that I will stake my 
reputation upon the veracity of all state. 
ments made by my fellow missionaries. 
Furthermore, the government’s own spe- 
cial commission, which was sent out to

vindicate the government, has made its 
report some months since, and it has not 
been made public. It is to this report 
that we, as missionaries, look for our 
vindication. We believe the gentlemen 
of this commission are honest and that 
they have verified everything that the 
missionaries have said. This is the book 
that should be published to the world. 
The conditions of the work at Bolengi 
have been such that I could go to but 
one distant town this term out, and there 
I was petitioned by the poor feeble chief, 
now dying of sleeping sickness, to beg 
the white men to lighten the burden on 
them, as they were fast dying out and 
could not bring the same tax as ten years 
ago. I told them that if I should interfere 
in their behalf, that the state would but 
be the angrier at them. They must 
themselves beg the reduction. It was 
pitiable to see their hopelessness. They, 
like all the other towns of these once 
populous parts, are compelled to bring 
taxes far in excess of their ability. They 
must’ buy the goods weekly and deliver to 
the state at from one-half to one-fourth 
the price that they had to pay for it. 
This afternoon I bought for our children 
a number of rolls of cooked food at one 
brass rod each, the people were carrying 
five of the same to the state, as their 
regular bi-weekly tax, and would receive 
sometimes not one rod. The death of 
a person makes no difference, the heirs 
and survivors must shoulder this tax, as 
was the case with a man of Inganda 
town, “Lokoso,” who with his younger 
brother are all that are left of a large 
family. “Lokoso” is a Christian, a mem- 
ber of the Bolengi Church of Christ. His 
wife died about three months ago. His 
old mother was bed-ridden and he, a man, 
was compelled to bring ten bunches of 
five rolls each of this cooked food. He 
came to ask what he should do. I wrote 


him a note to the Chief of the District, 


Commandant Lorenzoni, simply affirming 
the man’s truthfulness. The case was 
called. Lokoso was sent to call his chief 
and as soon as he could, he went with the 
Chief Njoji. The Commandant called the 
men and questioned them and found Lo- 
koso to be telling the truth. The Com- 
mandant took off the cooked food tax and 
assessed the man three bunches of fish 
each week. The man is not a fisherman 
by training, and has to buy most of his 
fish at from ten to thirty rods a bunch, 
according to the season, and he gets at 
the State the munificient sum of one rod 
each. 

Our evangelists were hailed before the 
State Commandant at Ikonge and accused 
by him of inciting the natives of that 
district in rebellion against the State, by 
refusing to bring the taxes. They were 
sent before the Judge, but on my writing 
a personal letter to the Commissaire 
(Governor of District), he stopped the 
trial and simply threatened the native 
evangelists for trying to make trouble for 
the State. And told them that they must 
not return to these towns There was 
the rub. He knew that while our men 
vere in the field, the people would not 
accept the farce of teaching of the Catho 
lics. So he publicly browbeats our evan- 
gelists and the Catholics send a large 
party of Catechists the next week to oc- 
cupy the towns that ours have just been 
turned out of on a trumped-up charge. It 
almost makes one want to give up try- 
ing to live peacably here. The State 
seems to be determined to make it as un 
comfortable for Protestant Missions as 
possible. We felt that testimony such as 
Dr. E. A. Layton gave in Chicago and 
Washington, and what E. E. Faris has 
said on the conditions of the Congo, as 
he saw them, would be sufficient testi- 
mony to our people, to assure them of 
the truth of what the missionaries have 


said. These recent experiences that
